Ballin^er 
willfully struck that policy a staggering 
blow by hastily restoring to entry power 
s.tcs withdrawn by GarfleM, thus placing 
tl em -within roach of uncontrolled pri- 
vate acquisition, where thny would re- 
main today but for the Intervention of 
the President." 


By neglect of duty and by positive 


action adverse to his trust In the past, 
Balllnger has seriously endangered pub- 
llu rights in our Alaskan coal lands. 
His present course and attitude consti- 
tute a menace to the people's interests." 
says Pepper, in summing up his descrip- 
tion of Bahlnccr's coal lar.d policy. 


As regards the Secretary's attitude to- 
i-iid forest lands, Pepper declared that

That such pro- 
tection is needed cannot be denied, but the necessity for it is no 
proof that the fender he has for sa'.e provides the necessary protec- 
tion or is even the best rievic: that c in be had. Xor is the average 
man competent to pass upon the me-its of devices of this character. 
However, this plausible promoter persuaded a large number of re- 
spectable and well-meaning -itizens to assist him in invoking the 
initiative and referendum to f >rce his fender on the street cars. 


His fender may be a good ore, or t may be worthless. We^are not 


prepared to say anything mo e in re ,ard to it than that the method 
he adopted to sell his device is disc editable—an abuse of popular 
credulity and the agencies of govern nent. 
But the charter of Ber- 


keley allows such things to >e done, and the fender incident illus- 
trates how sentiments wind do ho njr to mankind can be played 
upon to serve purely mcrccn try pur 'OSes.
